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These Yearlings 


F these Saratoga yearlings of 1942, by some an- 

achronistic miracle, had been sold in August, 
1917, when the United States was in its first year 
of the first World War, when we were unprepared, 
when our allies appeared wholly unable to cope 
with the might of the German army, they would 
have caught the Thoroughbred market on a sharp 
upgrade and at the highest point it had reached in 
a decade. They would have averaged nearly 
$1,400, and the top price would have been about 
$10,000. There would have been among them 
bargains like Eternal for $2,000, Dunboyne for 
$1,700, Purchase for $1,600, American Ace for 
$1,100, mares like Uncle’s Lassie for $3,700, Pen 
Rose for $1,050, Bon Jour for $500, Daydue for 
$2,200, Ormonda for $400, Lillian Shaw for $950, 
producers like *Bird Loose for $3,000, Frizeur for 
$2,600, Rose Leaves for $2,500, *La Belle Helene 
for $2,100, *Lucrative for $1,300, Star Fancy for 
$1,000, chasers like Earlocker for $1,600, etc. 

If they could have been sold in 1925 they would 
have brought outlandish prices, ranging up to 
$50,500 (for a filly, at that). Five yearlings 
would have brought as much as $20,000, about 25 
per cent would have brought as much as $5,000, 
and the average would have been above $3,800. 
At this rate there wouldn’t have been so many 
bargains, but there would have been Fair Star for 
$3,000, Ethel Dear for $6,500, and many other 
good ones. If they could have been sold in that 
destroying tide of finance in August, 1929, they 
would have sold as outlandishly, averaging nearly 
$3,600. (The five-year average at Saratoga, 1925- 
1929, was $3,226.) 

If they had been sold in 1932, in the very trough 
of that financial depression, they would have av- 
eraged about $900 and the buyers would have 
tapped a bonanza of bargains, Cavalcade for 
$1,200, High Quest for $3,500, Time Clock for 
$700, Wise Daughter for $800, Black Buddy for 
34,000, Hadagal for $4,000, Sgt. Byrne for $500, 
Miss Merriment for $500, Giggling for $700, Croon 
for $400, Polly Egret for $850, Some Pomp for 
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$10,000, Hug Again for $2,000, and so on. 

These are the heights and depths and wartime 
extremities of the yearling market during the 
past quarter-century. They form an excellent 
perspective against which to set the Saratoga 
yearling sales of 1942. 

In 1917 there was war and bad news, and the 
yearling sales reached a new peak for a ten-year 
period. In 1942 there is war and bad news, and 
it is being taken for granted in most quarters that 
the sales will reach a new low for a ten-year- 
period. In 1917 the fortunes of racing were on 
the upgrade, recovering from a period of repres- 
sion; in 1942 the fortunes of racing are no less on 
the upgrade, still carrying on that unprecedented 
rise which began with the recovery from depres- 
sion. In 1917 it was comparatively inexpensive 
to raise a yearling for sale. In 1942 the cost of 
raising a yearling is the highest in history. In 
1942 the potential earnings of the Saratoga year- 
ling are high in comparison with recent years. 
The low prices and the high earnings of the crop 
of yearlings sold in 1932 are evidence that even in 
the midst of depression a Thoroughbred yearling 
is a good investment. But now, with racing 
flourishing, they tell us that the market will be 
just about where it was in 1932, and there are 
many who have told us that it will be worse. 

Why this situation? Because the war news is 
bad, because horsemen are fearful for the future 
of racing, because there has been an overproduc- 
tion of race horses, and because the American 
racing scene is overgrown with claiming races. 
These are good substantial reasons. 

But, since horse racing is a game dependent 
upon differences of opinion, we shall have among 
us this year those optimists who are willing to 
play the other side. They will reason that the 
odds have been shifted in their favor because so 
many pessimists have figured them. They will re- 
fuse to believe that the game is going to be called 
off without the chips being cashed in. They will 
trust the resourcefulness of America and of Amer- 
icans to keep things going. We are for these op- 
timists, and we believe they will be rewarded.

Redistribution at Belmont Park 


XCEPT for whoever owns the winner of the 

New York Handicap this year, the changes 
in the Belmont Park stakes program will prob- 
ably be generally approved. When the 214-mile 
race was inaugurated, there was criticism here 
and there, based partly on the contention that 
$50,000 was too much for the race (which this ob- 
server doesn’t grant at all), and partly on the 
belief that to be a real test of ability the race 
should be weight for age. The recent action, 
chopping $25,000 from the handicap and adding 
it to the other stakes, meets both objections, since 
$15,000 of the amount goes to the Jockey Club 
Gold Cup, which will make this the richest w. f. a. 
event for older horses offered in North America 
for many years. Such a purse is hardly to be 
yielded without a struggle, and bigger and better 
fields are the natural expectation. 

Another gainer by the shift is the Lawrence 
Realization, which will have $10,000 added this 
year, a figure which means a purse of something 
like $25,000 to the winner. Oddly enough, the 
first running of the Realization, in 1889, was the 
richest ever; Salvator gave Tenny 13 pounds and 
a beating, and took down $34,100 in first money. 
The Realization has hardly had the fortune its 
merit deserved; though it has been won by some 
of the best horses in American racing, it has also 
been won by a few platers, and in a good many 
instances it has drawn one high-class horse and 
divers others running for second money. 

It is doubtful that the New York Handicap field 
will suffer much. The horses that would attempt 
the 214 miles for $50,000 are just as likely to try 
for $25,000. Meanwhile two races which are 
vastly more important as breeding tests are be- 
ing materially improved. That can’t hurt. 


Incidental Matters 


ITH the California tracks running as usual, 

there were 4,759 races from January 1 
through June 30 in 1941, taking the numbers on 
Daily Racing Form’s chart books as a rough 
guide. This year, through the same period, but 
with the California tracks dark, the number is 
4,742, or just 17 fewer. The New Orleans meet- 
ing, which wasn’t operative in 1941, took up part 
of the slack; more minor meetings accounted for 
the remainder. Garden State Park will compen- 
sate for Hollywood Park’s absence in the sum- 
mer, and it looks probable that 1942 will have 
more races than 1941 (16,912), might reach the 
record of 16,967 set in 1939. 


Of course he won't run in all of them, but 
Whirlaway has six engagements at Saratoga, 
which gross $36,550 in first monies assuming that 
1941 figures are approximated, as they will be.

get more than nine. Saratoga has a long stretch 
—a full quarter-mile—so that in these three races 
something like $20,000 seems to be there just for 
the galloping. 


Most reporters of the Garden State Park open- 
ing agree that the bulk of the 31,000 crowd came 
from Camden and vicinity, with transportation 
difficulties keeping Philadelphians on the other 
side of the Delaware. If this is so, it is more than 
obvious that local opposition to the race track 
was the work of a very small and very noisy 
minority, a circumstance that was suspected from 
the first. The track, incidentally, is now well 


launched on what seems a successful meeting; 
some of the New Jersey newspapers have as- 
sumed a friendly tone (there’s advertising, you 
know), and indications are that local opposition 
will cease to amount to much.

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The Iceman 


OSTON, Mass.—The Suffolk Downs meeting 
of 1942 will not be remembered because 
of a horsemen’s strike or because the track 
raised $60,000 for war relief agencies. It will be 
remembered because a horse named Whirlaway 
swished a 57-inch tail in the faces of other horses 
in the $50,000 Massachusetts Handicap, bettered 
the money-winning record of the world, held up to 
July 15 by Seabiscuit. George Woolf, who is per- 
haps one of the truly great jockeys of our genera- 
tion and may rank with the considerably fewer 
than Forty Immortals of the saddle in America, 
rode Whirlaway to victory. It was his second 
victory in the Massachusetts. He also rode Top 
Row home in the first running of the race in 1935. 
Woolf has ridden many of the greatest horses 
of the last ten years of American Turf history. 
To name a few, he has ridden Challedon in many 
of his triumphs, Seabiscuit in his score over War 
Admiral in the match at Pimlico, *Azucar in the 
Santa Anita Handicap, *Kayak II in the Holly- 
wood Gold Cup. He virtually had a strangle hold 
on the last named stakes, winning three of its 
four runnings with Seabiscuit, *Kayak II, and 
Challedon. And now he is riding Whirlaway, one 
of the most publicized horses since Man o’ War. 

As a jockey, Woolf is noted mainly for doing 
exactly the right thing at exactly the right time. 
He is also noted for saying what some persons 
consider the wrong thing at the wrong time. 
When he dismounted from Whirlaway at Suffolk 
Downs, reporters inquired: “Is Whirly the great- 
est horse you ever rode, Georgie? Who’s the 
greatest horse you ever rode, Georgie ?” 

Without blinking an eye, Woolf replied: ‘Sea- 
biscuit’s the greatest horse I ever rode.” 

It was surprising indeed to learn that Woolf 
shared “Red” Pollard’s admiration of Seabiscuit. 
Pollard, the Biscuit’s regular pilot, whose own 
story is dramatically interwoven with the story 
of Seabiscuit, naturally thinks Hard Tack’s son 
is the greatest race horse of all time. But Woolf 
was never more than a substitute for the injured 
Pollard on Seabiscuit’s back. 

A great many jockeys who have ridden Sea- 
biscuit and a great many more who haven't re- 
gard Charles S. Howard's great Thoroughbred 
with something akin to reverence. This does not 
arise from the fact that Seabiscuit won more 
money than any other horse up to his time had 
won. Seabiscuit won his eighty-ninth and last 
race, the $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap, just as 
he had won his first one—against a handicap that 
was greater than the weight assigned him. Sea- 
biscuit never took a sound step in his life. With 
no intention of disrespect, it can be said that 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt and Seabiscuit are 
very much alike in one respect. Both have over- 
come physical infirmities that would defeat most 
men and most horses. 

Sentimentality has no part in Woolf’s nature. 
But his answer should not have come as a sur- 
prise to those who follow past performances and 
have learned to expect the unexpected from George 
Woolf. After Woolf had won the Hollywood Gold

Cup and set a track record with *Kayak II a few 
years ago, Charles S. Howard let it be known that 
he considered the young man about the best 
jockey in the country, one of the best of our 
times. Woolf rode *Kayak II in the Narragan- 
sett Special, was beaten by Challedon and Harry 
Richards. Trainer Tom Smith and Owner How- 
ard immediately said that *Kayak II had opened 
a quarter crack in the race. Asked about this by 
reporters, Woolf answered: 

“T’ll tell you what beat *Kayak II. 
He'll beat him any time they meet.” 

On another occasion, Woolf grew tired of being 
praised in the press as a remarkably strong fin- 
isher on a horse. To reporters he said: “Nuts. 
No jockey is a stronger finisher than another 
jockey. All you can do is try to get your horse 
where he ought to be in the stretch, clear of other 
horses. After that all you can do is use the gad 
and hope. Any punk can do that. Strength 
doesn’t mean anything in riding a horse. A good 
jockey rides with his head, not his muscles. You 
don’t have to be an athlete to be a jockey. Why, 
Red Pollard is one of the smartest jockeys in the 
country today and he hasn't the strength to blow 
out a candle.” 

This statement may possibly have been nothing 
more than a clever means of Woolf scoring a 
point in an insulting repartee match with Pollard, 
which had been in progress for years. Pollard, 
who was once a professional boxer known as 
“The Cougar,” fancies himself as formidable in 
anybody’s barroom brawl, not without some rea- 
son. 

Pollard broke his leg in a spill from a horse 
named Modern Youth just before he was supposed 
to have ridden Seabiscuit against War Admiral 
in the 1938 Massachusetts Handicap. Woolf was 
substituted. It turned out that Seabiscuit 
scratched a few minutes before the race, anyway. 
For some reason they made the writer an inter- 
locutor in a broadcast program the night before 
the big race at Suffolk. We were with Pollard, 
who was in a hospital room in Winthrop, Mass. 
Woolf was in the broadcasting studio in Boston. 
The idea was to have Pollard advise Woolf as to 
how Seabiscuit should be ridden, over a two-way 
hook-up. When Woolf asked for advice, Pollard 
grinned and threw the prepared script on the 
floor beside his bed. ‘“‘Why, Georgie boy,” he said, 
“just ride your usual race. Get left at the post 
and louse everything up from then on.” 

Before the special match at Pimlico, Pollard 
claims he sent Woolf a wire, which read: “There 
is one sure way of winning with the Biscuit. You 
ride War Admiral.” 

Actually, before the match at Pimlico, Woolf 
and Pollard did confer as to strategy to be used 
in riding the Biscuit. We happened to be a party 
to these conferences. The two young men agreed 
that they and Tom Smith and Charley Howard 
and Ted Kingsley, the Biscuit’s exercise boy, 
knew something nobody else knew. They knew 
Seabiscuit had the speed to take the track from 
War Admiral. They agreed Woolf should try to 
take the track, but since Seabiscuit had a ten- 
dency to loaf when in front, it would be best to 
let War Admiral move by at the three-eighths 
pole. When we wrote at the time that Seabiscuit 
would probably try to make the pace for War 
Admiral our readers thought we were screwier 
than usual. But that’s the way the race was run. 

Boxing writers, after the sixth highball, used 
to argue as to who it was that originally gave 
Georges Carpentier the name “Orchid Man.” To- 
day Turf writers, after the sixth highball, argue 
as to who it was that originally gave George 


Challedon. 
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Woolf the name “Iceman.” Pollard has always 
claimed that he first gave Woolf the nickname. 
He explains it thus: “In all the smoking car 
stories I ever heard, icemen and traveling sales- 
men were very immoral characters. George does 
not have a pleasing enough personality to be a 
traveling salesman.” 


Although Woolf and Pollard have engaged in 
insulting banter by word of mouth, telegraph and 
telephone wire, and through the pages of the 
press for a decade or more, they actually form 
a mutual admiration society such as the Turf has 
seldom seen before. This is not hard to under- 
stand, since, as jockeys, they are very much alike. 
Both are blessed with an intelligence far above 
that of the average rider, have acutely analytical 
minds, both “ride with their heads’ more than 
they do with arms and legs and whips and spurs. 
Of the two, Woolf has been the luckier. Pollard 
was down to 72 cents and a soiled shirt when he 
was formally introduced to Seabiscuit at Detroit 
a few years ago. Riding Seabiscuit was the only 
real break he has ever had. And a broken collar- 
bone and then a broken leg kept him off Sea- 
biscuit’s back in several of the most important 
races Hard Tack’s son ever ran. 


Pollard’s leg, broken and reset several times, 
has never mended right. Actually he has taken 
the chance of becoming a permanent cripple 
every time he has ridden a horse since the sum- 
mer of 1938. Woolf, too, has overcome a physical 
handicap, a fact few persons realize. He suffers 
from a chronic ailment that forces him to follow 
the strictest regimen in his diet. Both Pollard 
and Woolf have guts as well as heads. Perhaps 
this is one reason that both have such a high re- 
gard for bad-legged Seabiscuit. 

Whoever gave Woolf the name of “Iceman” 
gave him a good one. In the pinches he is one 
of the coolest citizens the track has known. He 
has “thought his way out’’ of many a tight jam 
and won the race by doing so. He can afford to 
disregard many of the orthodox rules for riders. 
He looks back, for instance, whenever he feels 
like doing so. Watch him sometime, peering back 
at his field under a crooked elbow, weighing his 
chances. You are likely to be reminded of a 
bombardier at his bomb-sight making careful 
calculations. 

Woolf and Pollard are both 33. Woolf has 
made far more money than Pollard. Pollard 
threw away most of what he made until his wife, 
who was nis nurse in the Winthrop hospital, took 
him in hand. Woolf has been a canny young 
business man and has invested wisely. Today he 
is probably better off than any jockey in the 
country except Alfred Robertson, who paid a 
$10,000 income tax for 1941. (Don’t be surprised 
if the latter hangs up his tack to train the Brook- 
meade Stable next year, incidentally. ) 

Among Woolf’s investments is a barroom near 
the Santa Anita race track which has built up 
enough local clientele to show a profit even with- 
out racing in California. Woolf’s attainments as 
a business man are shown by an incident which 
occurred a year or so ago. A former jockey’s 
agent, who had once handled Woolf’s book, was 
broke, asked George to give him a job as bar- 
tender. “Look,” said Woolf, “I will pay you the 
same salary as a bartender for not being a bar- 
tender if you agree to do all your drinking at my 
bar. If I hire you as a bartender you will drink 
up all my profits. If I hire you just to drink at 
my bar and pay for your drinks I will get all the 
money I pay you back anyway.” 

Woolf's one great extravagance is clothes. He 
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comes from Cardston, in the wheat country of 
Western Canada, is fond of expensive cowboy 
regalia. He wears high-priced ten-gallon Stet- 
sons, which he blocks pork-pie style, tailored 
gabardine shirts, fancy whipcord breeches, ex- 
pensive tooled leather boots. He has an amazing- 
ly extensive wardrobe of such clothes. Such ap- 
parel as the long silk underwear, cutaway coats, 
and striped morning trousers on which Tod Sloan 
squandered his money, or the dove-gray, double- 
breasted vests and puce-colored sports jackets 
from Saville Row that helped bankrupt Winnie 
O’Connor does not appeal to Woolf. 

Woolf is a jockey’s jockey. Like an author's 
author who is well enough established to write 
only when he feels like it, Woolf rides only when 
he feels like it. He averages no more than four 
or five mounts a week in the course of a year. 
Partly for this reason, the name of Woolf does not 
come as readily to the public’s tongue as the 
names of other, more active jockeys. But ask 
jockeys who is the greatest rider today, and most 
of them will answer with either George Woolf or 
Eddie Arcaro. A few may answer Alfred Robert- 
son or Basil James. Oddly enough, hardly any 
jockeys will name Don Meade, who has led the 
American jockeys’ list on two occasions in the 
past three years. 

Woolf himself has always suspected that one of 
the best jockeys in the country may be Pollard, 
who rode Seabiscuit to the money-winning record 
of the world in 1940, which Woolf was to better 
when he rode Whirlaway home in 1942. 


MICHIGAN 


Detroit 


AVORITES and track records went down with 

some regularity at Detroit July 25, the fifty- 
fifth day of the 73-day meeting. The favorites 
were in the majority, the winner of the last race 
of the day being the only first choice to score. 

The day’s feature was the Governor’s Handicap, 
a six-furlong race for 3-year-olds and up with a 
$10,000 purse. According to its usual policy, the 
track did not offer the race under stakes condi- 
tions, so that it has the distinction of being the 
richest overnight event in the country. While 
the favored Flying Streak was finishing fifth, 
Dixiana took the race with the 3-year-old gelding 
First of All (by Sweep All—Jemima Lee, by Gen- 
eral Lee), which got $6,500 for the effort. First 
of All, in a speed duel with Lexbrook Stable’s 
Potranco all the way, was forced to a new track 
record of 1:09%5 for the distance. After the first 
few strides, neither of the two leaders could get 
more than a head away from the other, and the 
winning margin was only a nose. The winner is 
a half-brother to Torchy. 

The supporting race was a $2,000 handicap for 
2-year-olds at 514 furlongs, and in this also a 
track record was broken. The winner was an- 
other Detroit-owned horse, Tall Trees Stable’s 
Sea Marriage, a Granville colt bred by Mrs. D. C. 
Sands and sold to the present owner at Saratoga 
last August for $1,000. He has won four races 
and earned $6,200 this year.

Lord Glanely's Stock Sold 


ONDON, July 19 (By Air Mail).—Bloodstock 

breeding in Britain has been a most depressed 
industry since the outbreak of war, but those 
brave souls who have had the faith and financial 
backing to carry on in the face of difficulties 
were mightily heartened by the events of the past 
week. Prices realized at Messrs. Tattersall’s two- 
day auction at Newmarket were relatively much 
better than at any sales held since September, 
1939, and the confidence that this state of affairs 
engendered was strengthened by the later news 
that the building magnate, A. E. Allnatt, had 
purchased privately the whole of the horses 
owned by the late Lord Glanely. 


The price Mr. Allnatt paid for these animals, 
which number 134, has not been divulged, though 
probably the guess of £100,000 is not far wide of 
the mark. In any event, it is the biggest single 
deal in bloodstock that I have heard of, and the 
boldness of Mr. Allnatt, who is a shrewd enough 
business man, in investing so much capital in 
bloodstock has had a remarkably stabilizing ef- 
fect on the industry. Lord Glanely bequeathed 
the horses to his nephew, C. G. Gibson, who has 
registered his late uncle’s racing colors, but who 
does not intend to enter the ranks of owners until 
after the war. 


Included in the deal are the stallions Colombo, 
Singapore, Chulmleigh, and Tiberius, and some 50 
broodmares, many of them of the choicest breed- 
ing. It is not Mr. Allnatt’s intention to retain all 
these animals, or to race and breed on the ex- 
tensive lines of the late Lord Glanely. He pro- 
poses making a careful selection of a few aided 
by Major Gerald Deane and his Manton trainer, 
Joe Lawson, and to submit the remainder to pub- 
lic auction at Newmarket, on Monday, August 24. 
This should be a remarkable sale. 


In a much smaller, but equally bold, deal that 
he made with the Aga Khan two years ago, when 
buying a batch of 11 yearlings for 400 guineas 
apiece, Mr. Allnatt came out very well. It is 
highly probable that he will get handsome divi- 
dends from his latest investment. 


The Field-Vlasto Sales 


T must be occurring to many people that blood- 

stock as an investment has particular attrac- 
tions just now. The sales held at Newmarket on 
July 13-14 were not helped by any good news 
from the war fronts, yet the prices realized were, 
in my judgment, quite pre-war. My estimate of 
the money that would be made by the mares from 
Marshall Field’s and S. Vlasto’s studs was more 
than doubled, and I am not prepared to admit 
that my guesses were pessimistic. Major Deane, 
who is as good judge of values as anyone in the 
country, was unable to attend the sales owing to 
having broken an arm a few days before. He in- 
structed his agent to bid for two of Marshall 
Field's mares, up to 1,000 guineas for one, and 
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1,250 guineas for another. The mares were sold 
for 2,300 guineas and 3,500 guineas respectively! 

Nine mares of Marshall Field’s, most of them 
descendants of wonderful old Black Ray, made 
an aggregate of 17,890 guineas. Three of S. 
Viasto’s mares sold for 6,760 guineas, and a 
couple of his 2-year-old fillies made 3,850 guineas. 
Prices for these lots soared out of the range of 
the commissions that the British Bloodstock 
Agency had received from America. In fact, 
without wishing to put a damper upon rising 
spirits, I think they made more money than they 
are worth, or even likely to be worth. 

Yearlings, catalogued on the second day of the 
sales, sold equally well, having in mind the qual- 
ity of the lots offered. Major Cayzer, a patron 
of Captain Boyd-Rochfort’s stable, paid 2,000 
guineas for a half-sister to Gold Nib, a filly by 
Gold Bridge out of Gold Race. A filly by Colom- 
bo out of Quashed made 1,750 guineas. For some 
50 yearlings in all, the aggregate was 11,250 
guineas, a remarkable result, bearing in mind 
that none of the stock submitted was from the 
big studs. 

It is of interest to note that the Aga Khan’s 
agent bought some of the high-priced mares, 
among them being Eclair, covered by Hyperion, 
at 3,500 guineas. Alan Baker, an Irish breeder 
and veterinary surgeon, paid 5,000 guineas for 
Infra Red. Sir Eric Ohlson, a shipping man who 
is following in the footsteps of Lord Glanely and 
Sir Alec Black, was another buyer with a deep 
purse. 


Good Fillies at Newmarket 


HE racing at Newmarket July 14-15 was en- 

joyable, though not of particular importance. 
Two-year-old tests were the brightest features, 
and the best performance was that put up by 
Martin Benson’s filly Lady Sybil in winning the 
Saxham Stakes (5 f.) by six lengths from Lord 
Durham’s filly Cincture (by Hyperion), with five 
useful youngsters behind. Lady Sybil is by Near- 
co, and possibly the best of the half-dozen good 
winners from among his first crop of foals that 
we have seen. News of the sale of Nearco to a 
syndicate of breeders, which I mentioned in my 
dispatch of May 25, was announced here a few 
days ago. 

In a field of 30 for the Ely Stakes (6 f.), Sir 
R. Sykes’ filly Hanging Fall (by Solario) pulled 
through in a great finish of heads from J. H. 
Whitney’s colt by *Easton out of Old Melody and 
J. Barrington’s colt by Pay Up out of Brush. 
Another thriller was the set-to for the Stansfield 
Stakes (5 f.), which R. J. Colling’s filly by Wil- 
liam of Valence out of Lydia won by a short head 
from the Aga Khan’s filly Mahee, a daughter of 
Fairway out of Mah Mahal, dam of *Mahmoud. 

Lord Derby, who had a number of greatly fan- 
cied runners at the meeting, registered his only 
success with the filly Herringbone, a daughter of 
King Salmon which beat A. Wright’s filly Molly 
Maureen (by Mieuxce) and His Majesty’s filly 
Garter Stitch (by Noble Star) in yet another 
close finish. It is remarkable that all four 2- 
year-old events were won by fillies. Only one 
race was confined to members of that sex. 

Most pleasing display given by a 3-year-old at 
the meeting was that of the Aga Khan’s filly 
Mah Iran (by *Bahram out of *Mahmoud’s dam, 
Mah Mahal) in winning the Barnham Stakes 
(6 f.). She showed something of her brilliant 
juvenile form in cleverly beating Lord Derby’s 
Umballa and five others which included the crack 
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senior sprinters Mickey the Greek, Chancery, and 
Davy Dolittle. 

Umballa’s defeat was not such a shock to fol- 
lowers of Lord Derby’s colors as the failure of 
the big Solway to cope with J. A. Hirst’s colt 
Argon (by Colombo out of a Winalot mare) in 
the Spring Hall Stakes (114 m.). There was no 
excuse for Solway this time, and the hope that 
he would develop into a “live’’ St. Leger candi- 
date seems doomed to disappointment. 

Major Holiday, who is having a highly success- 
ful season, won races with the 3-year-old filly 
Springwell (by Fairhaven) and the 4-year-old 
Lord Flame (by Salamis). His horses are trained 
by R. W. Colling, a veteran of 70 summers who is 
as active as he is skilful. 

Another veteran, Major “Buck” Barclay, whom 
I first heard of as the owner of Bendigo, winner 
of the first “Jubilee’’ Handicap at Kempton Park 
in 1887, saw his colors carried to the fore on the 
3-year-old colt Rosslyn (by Rose Prince) in the 
Zetland Stakes (7 f.). 

T. Lant’s game old gelding Germanicus (by 
Colorado Kid) was too sprightly for younger 
rivals at the finish of the Milton Stakes (1 m. 6 
f.). The July Handicap (1 m.) went to the 4- 
year-old mare Bura, a daughter of *Bahram 
which has been covered by Nearco, and the Bury 
Handicap (5 f.) was taken by another of the 
lightweight class, the 3-year-old filly Lambeth 
Way, a daughter of Loaningdale. 

Saturday sport at Salisbury on July 11-18 was 
not particularly instructive, fields ruling smaller 
than average in consequence of the firm going. 
Two-year-old running was the most interesting, 
and perhaps the best youngster we saw during 
the two days was Sir Malcolm McAlpine’s colt 
First Edition, which won the Frome Stakes (6 f.). 
A son of Early School out of the Gainsborough 
mare Atmosphere, First Edition gave 12 pounds 
and a half-length beating to Lord Sefton’s very 
promising colt Sulphurous (by Fairway out of 
Solfatara) with Major Montagu’s filly King’s 
Cross (by King Salmon) a neck away third of six. 

Fleur de Lys, a gelding by Mieuxce, won races 
on both Saturdays and is proving a bargain to 
J. Barker, who bought him from his breeder, 
Lord Carnarvon. The young sire Solfo was rep- 
resented by a couple of winning fillies named 
Solebay and Grave Misgiving, and William of 
Valence, a horse which I have great faith in, is 
the sire of the colt Philemon, which beat a fair 
company for the Basingstoke Stakes (6 f.). An- 
other interesting 2-year-old winner was Mr. 
Sweeney’s French-bred grey filly Cynthia II, a 
daughter of Thor. 

The 3-year-old Canyonero, which has been 
taken out of the St. Leger but which will be op- 
posing Big Game, Watling Street, and company 
in the Champion Stakes on August 25, returned 
to form when beating the seniors Pharatis, Rue 
de la Paix, and eight others in the Handley Plate 
over ten furlongs. Canyonero is a game bit of 
stuff, but will never, in my opinion, be more than 
a good-class handicapper. 


News in Brief 


ESAREWITCH and Cambridgeshire will not 

be run this year. Because of the ban on 
horses traveling more than 45 miles, there can be 
no “open” races after September 15. If substi- 
tute races for the big autumn handicaps were run, 
they would have to be confined to locally trained 
horses, and it is not considered advisable to give 
the titles to such races.

In the House of Commons recently, it was 
stated that out of a total of 2,359 acres in the 
Newmarket area held by the Jockey Club for rac- 
ing and training purposes, 1,668 acres had been 
requisitioned or earmarked for military purposes 
and 196 acres had been plowed up and put under 
cultivation, leaving an area of 493 acres for the 
original purpose. 

Out of a total of 7,990 acres of grassland on 
stud farms in the same area, 2,910 acres of grass- 
land had been plowed up and a considerable part 
of the remainder was used for the grazing of 
dairy herds. 

As the result of the sale of race cards up to and 
including the Newmarket Oaks and Derby meet- 
ing on June 12-13, £3,096 has been donated to the 
British Red Cross.

Death of *San-Utar 


*San-Utar, 21-year-old chestnut stallion by 
Sunder—* Yokohama, by Santoi, died in April at 
A. M. Hirsch’s Meadow Lane Farm, in the Warm 
Springs Valley, near Hot Springs, Va. *San- 
Utar placed in the Princess Two-Year-Old 
Stakes and Ford Manor Handicap in England at 
two and three and was imported to this country 
in 1924 by J. W. Corrigan. He won the Cin- 
cinnati Free Press FE:andicap at four and the 
Clark Handicap at five. He was retired to Dun- 
treath Farm, Lexington, in 1928, and the next 
year became the property of the late Leo J. 
Marks and stood at Le Mar Stock Farm, Lexing- 
ton, until 1936. In that year he was leased to 
Mr. Hirsch, who bought him three years later. 
He sired no stakes winners, but did produce many 
useful performers, including Mentality, Marmara, 
Most Always, Hammel, Maiden Dream, Mottled, 
and Mingling. In Virginia he was used princi- 
pally as a hunter and steeplechase sire. His get 
were very successful in horse shows, winning 
blues at many shows.

Arlington Park 


EATURED by the Classic Stakes and the 

Clang Handicap, the racing at Arlington 
Park last Saturday made up the first 30 days of 
the successful 36-day summer meeting at the 
Chicago course, and the session there is now in 
its final week. Closing day comes on August 1, 
with the $25,000 Arlington Handicap as the prin- 
cipal event, and with Calumet Farm’s Whirlaway 
as the principal eligible. He has been given 130 
pounds, the same weight that he carried in the 
Massachusetts Handicap. Tola Rose, which de- 
feated him in the Dwyer but was badly beaten in 
the Yonkers Handicap at Empire City on July 25, 
is one of the eligibles, and others include Best 
Seller, *Reading II, Equifox, Sirocco, Valdina 
Orphan, *Rounders, and *King’s Abbey. Arling- 
ton Park is a nine-furlong track, with a stretch 
1,320 feet long, apparently built to Whirlaway’s 
specifications. It is extremely fast this year, and 
if it is dry on closing day Discovery’s track mark 
may be again endangered. 

The current 3-year-old leader, Greentree Sta- 
ble’s Shut Out, missed this record only one-fifth 
of a second in the Classic Stakes, richest race of 
the season to date, with Valdina Orphan less than 
a length behind him. In the supporting Clang 
Handicap the winner, Signator, failed by only 
two-fifths of a second to equal the mark that 
Clang set in 1935. 

The Glencoe Handicap on July 29 and the Hyde 
Park Stakes on July 30 are the other remaining 
stakes to be decided at Arlington. Occupation, 
leading 2-year-old of the meeting, is not expected 
to start in the Hyde Park, so that the race seems 
very open. On the following Monday, August 3, 
racing near Chicago moves to Washington Park, 
which has the Lakeside Handicap on its opening 
day, and three other stakes scheduled for the first 
week. 


Marriage's Turf-Course Record 


The third of Arlington Park’s turf races, the 
Grassland Handicap ($7,500 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 114 miles), was run July 22. That the 
races on the turf course have gone beyond the 
experimental stage was demonstrated by the 
class of horses which started; the field could have 
been compared favorably with that of any handi- 
cap run in the Midwest this year. Favored was 
Louis B. Mayer’s *Reading II (122), which had 
won easily the Green Velvet Handicap two weeks 
earlier. Second choice was Clyde Troutt’s Take 
Wing (108), winner of the Arlington Handicap, 
and R. A. Coward and Carl Du Puy’s Marriage 
(116) was third choice. At the finish the three 
favored horses occupied the place positions, but 
in reverse order to their favoritism. In winning 
Marriage went the 114-mile route in 2:02%5, for a 
new American record on the grass, beating the 
former mark of 2:05 set by Grapple on the old 
Sheepshead Bay course in 1908. 

Marriage broke first and cut sharply to the in- 
side, knocking *Reading II back. The *Strolling 
Player gelding continued in front, drawing clear 
of the field, with Take Wing in closest pursuit as 
they entered the backstretch. “Reading II, en- 
deavoring to get to the leaders, was blocked on 
the club house turn, had trouble again on entering 
the backstretch, but moved into third place. The 
three leaders drew away from the other seven 
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runners on the far turn with Marriage about a 
length in front and Take Wing the same distance 
ahead of *Reading II. In the stretch Marriage 
pulled out to win by three lengths. Take Wing 
was second, a length ahead of *Reading II, and 
the latter six lengths ahead of Hugh S. Nesbitt’s 
Staretor (10614), which has not yet been able to 
approximate his 3-year-old form. In order fol- 
lowed Crosstide (3, 104), Pumpgun (100), *Mos- 
cow II (114), Omelet (102), Equitable (10512), 
and *Belle Cane (105). Time, :24, :48%, 1:13, 
1:38, 2:0225 (new American record), track fast. 
Stakes division, $6,565, $1,500, $750, $375.

After the race the stewards suspended Marri- 
age’s jockey, Arthur Craig, for the remainder of 
the meeting for cutting across the field too 
sharply at the start; fined *Reading II’s jockey, 
Carroll Bierman, $50 for losing his temper in the 
jockeys’ room; and suspended N. Jemas, who rode 
Pumpgun, the remainder of the meeting for fail- 
ing to keep his mount straight in the stretch. 

The Grassland Handicap was Marriage’s sec- 
ond stakes success this year; he had previously 
won the Grey Lag handicap at Jamaica. In four 
seasons (he did not race at four) Marriage has 
started 49 times, won 22 races, finished second 
nine times, third three times, and has earned 
$63,275, of which all but $4,705 has been won in 
the last two years. Particulars of his pedigree 
appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of May 16, page 
739. 


First Stakes for Emolument 


Fading from the memory of at least the middle 
generation of race-goers is the brilliant mare 
Princess Doreen, which won $174,745 for Audley 
Farm a score of years ago, and held the record 
for money earned by a filly until the reign of Top 
Flight a few years later. When Arlington Park 
stepped up its stakes program this year, it chose 
the name of the fine *Spanish Prince II mare for 
one of them, and the inaugural running of the 
Princess Doreen Stakes ($3,000 added, 3-year- 
old fillies, one mile) came on July 23. 

In the field was Joseph E. Widener’s somewhat 
calamitous Waygal (113), with the alarming 
record of running 10 times second in 16 starts. 
She was backed at 7 to 10, made it 11 times sec- 
ond in 17 attempts. *Angel (109), a maiden 
Irish-bred daughter of *Easton, made the first 
pace, with Waygal lying second, Lady Romery 
(113) third. Last of the field of six was J. K. 
Houssels’ Emolument (113), and she did not be- 
gin to move until the last half-mile. In the up- 
per stretch Hal Price Headley’s Lotopoise (113) 
got in the race, moving to third place, and Emolu- 
ment took fourth position, on the outside. *Angel 
tired badly in the stretch and Waygal took the 
lead, threatened at once by Lotopoise and Emolu- 
ment. The Equipoise filly failed to stay with the 
others, and Emolument outfinished Waygal in the 
last yards, winning by a neck. Four lengths far- 
ther back was Lotopoise, with R C Stable’s Radio 
Crusade (113) getting into fourth place. In

Signator's Good Sprint 


In 1935 John F. Clark’s Clang, which later ran 
two memorable special races against Myrtlewood, 
equaled Roseben’s long-standing record of 1:22 
for seven furlongs. Belmont Park, where Rose- 
ben set his record, has had a Roseben Handicap 
(though not at Roseben’s record distance) for 
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three years, and when Arlington Park stepped up 
its stakes program this year it offered a Clang 
Handicap ($3,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, seven 
furlongs), which had its inaugural running on 
July 25. It resulted in a sprint run in time which 
would have been no disgrace to Clang. 

Darby Dan Farm’s Best Seller (122) was the 
favorite, and he was off well back, though saving 
ground all the way and racing under wraps. To 
the front went Arcturus Stable’s Smacked (108), 
cutting out a blistering pace over Arlington’s 
lightning strip. At his heels was Woolford 
Farm’s Signator (109), a high-class sprinter by 
Insco, and after the first half-mile he went up to 
do battle with the pacemaker. On the stretch 
turn he got to the front, Smacked’s efforts to 
keep up eventually eliminating him from conten- 
tion. But as the Agrarian gelding fell back, the 
favorite moved up between horses and Jockey J. 
Richards had to keep Signator in a hard drive to 
the finish. He won by a length from Best Seller, 
with Smacked five lengths farther back in third 
place, a half-length in front of B. B. Robinson’s 
Woof Woof (116).

Shut Out Makes It Certain 


There was probably very little doubt about the 
ranking of Greentree Stable’s Shut Out (126) be- 
fore the fourteenth i:unning of the Classic Stakes 
($50,000 adced, 3-year-olds, 114 miles) at Arling- 
ton Park July 25; there was virtually none after- 
ward. Giving weigh: to all of the field except his 
principal rival, Valdina Farm’s Valdina Orphan 
(126), Shut Out raced to a convincing victory. 
He joined a select band of 3-year-olds which have 
shaded 2:02 for 10 furlongs, became the seventh 
horse in American history to win more than 
$200,000 in one season, lifted himself to nine- 
teenth place among American money winners of 
all time. With the season not much past mid- 
point, Shut Out ranks sixth among American 
horses in point of money won in a single season, 
needs only a race to pass Twenty Grand and Top 
Flight, has a good chance at Zev ($261,408) and 
Whirlaway ($272,386), perhaps more than a 
mathematical chance at Gallant Fox’s record 
$308,275. The Classic was the season’s richest 
race to date in money to the winner; the Ameri- 
can Derby, to which Shut Out is an eligible, will 
not be a great deal smaller, and this alone might 
take him to second place. 


Shut Out, with Eddie Arcaro up, was a 3-to-2 
favorite, with the Valdina entry of Valdina 
Orphan, which holds a decision over Shut Out in 
the Dwyer Stakes, and *Rounders (118), second 
to Whirlaway in the Massachusetts Handicap, 
given a good chance at 23 to 10. Mr. and Mrs. 
T. D. Grimes’ With Regards (118), fourth behind 
Shut Out, Alsab, and Valdina Orphan in the Ken- 
tucky Derby, also received some support, while 
the five others in the field were outside chances 
at long odds. 

With Regards had the foot of the field, as he 
had in the Derby, with Valdina Orphan his closest 
pursuer again. Shut Out, breaking from outside 
the field, was steadied along well back, as Arcaro 
worked gradually to his favorite position on the 
inside. 

In six furlongs Valdina Orphan was beginning 
to win the speed duel with With Regards, and 
Arcaro was inching up on the inside. Around 
the turn he gained faster, apparently confident 
that the Valdina horse ahead would not quit and 
block him. At the quarter-pole Valdina Orphan 
had drawn clear to lead by a length, With Re- 
gards was still holding second place, perhaps six 
feet farther out in the track. Still farther out 
Bless Me (118) was in third place. Shut Out, 
still on the rail, was directly behind the leader, 
and as the gap between Valdina Orphan and With 
Regards grew, Arcaro angled to the outside and 
put Shut Out to a drive. For almost a furlong 
he made little impression, as Valdina Orphan 
stoutly answered Bierman’s urging. In the last 
eighth the Equipoise colt wore him down, took 
the lead, and went past the finish three-fourths 
of a length ahead, still gaining slowly. Valdina 
Orphan was four lengths ahead of With Regards, 
and L. B. Mayer’s *King’s Abbey (118) was 
fourth, a little more than a length farther back. 
In order followed Dogpatch (121), *Rounders, 
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Bless Me, Trelawny (118), and Anticlimax (121). 
There were no excuses in the running. Time,

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Garden State Park 


ETTING through its first full week without 

additional difficulties, the Garden State Park 
track seems headed for a successful meeting. 
The crowd on the second Saturday, July 25, was 
naturally nothing like that on opening day, but it 
was 14,674 nevertheless, and through its first 
seven days the track had a total turnover of 
$2,869,098, a daily average of $409,871. Perma- 
nent gasoline rationing on the East Coast, as dis- 
tinguished from the hit-or-miss style of the first 
month, may have some effect on the new track, 
but little of it is evident yet. 

The featured event of July 25 was the Benja- 
min Franklin Handicap, won unexpectedly by 
Howe Stable’s Cassis, a 3-year-old son of *Bull 
Dog. Supporting this was an overnight handicap 
with a $1,500 purse, and this went to the favorite, 
George D. Widener’s Jamestown mare Rosetown. 
The only other event of the day under non-claim- 
ing conditions was a 5!.-furlong dash for maiden 
2-year-old colts and geldings. This was won by 
the first-starter Foray Song, a *Foray II colt 
which was bred in Virginia by R. A. Van Clief 
and sold at Saratoga last year for $3,100. Fourth 
2-year-old winner from his sire’s first crop, Foray 
Song races for Crescent Stable. 

The third stakes event of the meeting, to be 
run August 1, is the $5,000 added Quaker City 
Handicap, a 11,,-mile race for 3-year-olds and up. 
Among the eligibles are Rosetown, In Question, 
Robert Morris, Firebroom, Boysy, Monida, First 
Fiddle, Aonbarr, and Air Brigade. For a com- 
pletely new track Garden State Park has drawn 
very creditable horses, most of them coming over 
from the Delaware Park meeting, but a consider- 
able number also recruited from New York and 
New England. Purses are higher than at Rock- 
ingham Park, and a good many racers which per- 
formed at Suffolk Downs have dropped down to 
New Jersey instead of following the New England 
circuit. 


Cassis Wins Easily 


The Benjamin Franklin Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds, six furlongs) at Garden State 
Park July 25 drew 12 overnight entries, three of 
which were withdrawn before the field got to the 
post. The nine which remained made up a fairly 
good field, though about half of the lot had been 
running in claiming events of the $5,000 and 
$6,000 sort, and some more cheaply. King Ranch’s 
Salto (114), which won for $6,000 in New York 
recently, was made a slight favorite, but several 
of the field, including First Fiddle (124), H. R. 
Dulany, Jr.’s Visiting Nurse (103), and Howe 
Stable’s Cassis (109), were given substantial 
support. 

Mrs. Ella K. Bryson’s Joe Ray (113) was first 
after a few strides, but the Ariel colt Hubbub 
(107) rushed him at once. The leader bore out 
badly, carrying Hubbub with him, and the race 
went past them. Getting inside Joe Ray as the 
trouble started, Mrs. Anthony Pelleteri’s Zaca 
Gray (104) went into the lead as the field turned 
into the stretch, and just behind her came Cassis, 
with Ferril Zufelt in the saddle. At the eighth- 
pole the *Bull Dog colt had cut the leader’s mar- 
gin to a half-length, and in the last furlong he 
had no difficulty, coming up steadily as the Zaca-

weista filly tired. Cassis won by two lengths 
from her, with Salto closing late to take third 
place, somewhat more than another length away, 
and Visiting Nurse, which had had to be eased to 
avoid trouble on the turn, came again to be 
fourth, four lengths back.

Bel Air 


LTHOUGH the Hagerstown meeting closed 

with a minor increase over 1941 figures (a 
daily average of $126,794, against $121,131), the 
Bel Air meeting got under way this year well 
back of last year’s figures. During the first four 
days, the turnover was $644,402, and for the 
same period last season the figure was $799,097 
for the same period. Apparently Bel Air is one 
of the first tracks in the East to feel seriously 
the effects of gasoline rationing; at least the 
drop is being attributed to that cause. Last 
Saturday, July 25, track operators estimated that 
the attendance was 6,500, that about 1,800 auto- 
mobiles were parked on the grounds. 

The Bel Air meeting, best supported of the 
minor Maryland ventures, and the only one of 
them to have a six-furlong track, has the present 
week to run, bringing its meeting to an end on 
August 1. After it closes, Cumberland, Marlboro, 
and Timonium each have 10 days of racing 
scheduled.

NEW YORK 


Empire City, Saratoga 


ROWING slightly weaker during the closing 

week, support at Empire City was neverthe- 
less strong enough to give the Yonkers track the 
most successful meeting it has ever had. The 
crowd on closing day, July 25, wagered $1,177,780, 
making the seventh day of the meeting that the 
turnover went past a million. For the 24 days, 
the total handle was $22,683,507, daily average 
$945,146. Last year the track had an 18-day 
summer meeting, and the daily average betting 
was $757,390. The track did not raise purses this 
year, did give one day to the Army and Navy 
societies, at a cost of about $100,000. Attendance 
slanted upward as well as betting, the average 
being 15,100 this year, against 14,693 last season. 


Closing day was not a particularly attractive 
one. The Yonkers Handicap drew only four 
starters, of which Belair Stud’s Apache was odds- 
on favorite and winner in new track record time. 
Aside from this the day’s offerings included six 
races for platers, one of these being restricted to 
2-year-old maidens. The winner of this was the 
first-starter Esthete, by Sweeping Light, bred by 
F. B. Koontz, racing for W. E. Caskey. 


The New York racing scene passed July 27 to 
up-state Saratoga, where the 30-day meeting be- 
gan with only side glances to gasoline rationing 
and to transportation difficulties generally. No 
special trains or busses will be run this year, but 
those on regular schedules will continue to op- 
erate, and it was evident that the meeting would 
continue regardless of patronage, operators being 
more interested in protecting their August dates 
than in 1942 profits. Opening day was featured 
by the American Legion Handicap and Flash 
Stakes, and three other stakes were carded for 
the first week. 


Wakefield Handicap 


The Wakefield Handicap ($5,000 added, 2-year- 
olds, 5% furlongs) at Empire City on July 22 
provided a return engagement between Mrs. Vera 
S. Bragg’s Gold Shower (122) and Mrs. John D. 
Hertz’s Count Fleet (116). The former had de- 
feated Count Fleet in the East View Stakes a 
week earlier after the crowd had established the 
Reigh Count colt a 1-to-2 favorite on the basis of 
his two previous smart winning races. New 
Yorkers still thought they were right in their es- 
timation of the two horses, especially with Count 
Fleet getting the advantage of a six-pound weight 
shift, and again made him an odds-on favorite, at 
65 to 100. Instead of breaking fast and moving to 
the front as usual, Gold Shower left the starting 
stalls the slowest of the starters, trailed the field 
for a half-mile and finished a poor third. Circle 
M Ranch’s Ariel Play (113) was sent to the front 
after the start, held it until the far turn and then 
dropped out of contention as Count Fleet, with 
Johnny Longden aboard, was hustled to the front. 
The Reigh Count colt drew away from the field 
until he was leading by two lengths in the stretch. 
At the finish Count Fleet was first by four 
lengths. Second was Mrs. C. DeMille Parker's 
Rurales (113), two lengths ahead of Gold Shower.

The record lasted only a 
week, however, for in the Empire City Handicap 
of July 11 Belair Stud’s Apache, beating Lochin- 
var and others, cut the mark to 1:56. When these 
two met, along with two others, in the Yonkers 
Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
14, miles) at Empire City July 25, a speed duel 
of considerable proportions seemed indicated. It 
did not exactly materialize, but a new track rec- 
ord was set. 

Apache (3, 115) was favored at odds-on, and 
he began fast. The Head Play horse had the foot, 
however, and they went to the first turn with 
Tola Rose leading by a length. After a half-mile 
Apache took the lead, and as Tola Rose began 
dropping back it seemed that there would be little 
else to the race. T. H. Heard, Jr.’s Boysy (113), 
outrun by the two speedsters in the first quar- 
ter-mile, was gaining slowly, however, and in the 
upper stretch he came with sufficient power to 
make Jockey Jimmy Stout get after Apache 
again. The 3-year-old was tiring at the end, but

The Saratoga meeting began somewhat typical- 
ly, with the first odds-on favorite of the session 
beaten in the last few strides. This came in the 
American Legion Handicap ($2,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, seven furlongs) on opening day, 
July 27, this being the usual opening stakes event 
of the season. It drew seven sprinters, including 
several with very good credentials, and C. V. 
Whitney’s Parasang (113) was backed confident- 
ly at 9 to 10. 

Bay View (109), which recently scored the 
first success he has earned since he upset the 
Santa Anita Handicap of 1941, broke fast and 
took an early lead, closely pursued by Mare’s 
Nest Stud’s Buster (3, 110), one of Saratoga’s 
2-year-old developments last year. Brandywine 
Stable’s Pompion (114) and the favorite were 
close behind, and when Buster began to tire after 
the first half-mile they were ready to go to the 
leader. In the upper stretch Bay View had 
enough, and Parasang came away from Pompion 
cleverly. Overlooked to this stage was Barring- 
ton Stable’s Scotland Light (3, 106), which had 
been a trailer for five furlongs. He got through 
on the inside entering the stretch, came with a 
hard rush, and was in contention through the last 
sixteenth. Parasang hung a little in the last 
strides and Scotland Light was up to beat him a 
head. Pompion was a length away third, five 
lengths ahead of Glen Riddle Farms’ The Finest 
(113). Bay View, Cuantos (106), and Buster 
followed in order.

Flash Stakes to Breezing Home 


The first of many tests for 2-year-olds at Sara- 
toga is traditionally the Flash Stakes ($2,000 
added, 2-year-olds, 5144 furlongs), run on opening 
day for many years. The sixty-eighth running, 
on July 27, brought out a field of nine, most of 
them already campaigned enough for their form 
to be fairly well known. C. V. Whitney's Dove 
Shoot (114), which has been favorite in his last 
two previous starts and was beaten in both of 
them, was again favored. 

When Gold Shower was withdrawn, the only 
stakes winner left in the field was William Zieg- 
ler, Jr.'s Breezing Home (117), though Christiana 
Stable’s Quillon (110), still a maiden, had placed 
in four. There was something of a tangle after 
the start, with the inside horses suffering most. 
Breezing Home, starting from near the outside, 
sprinted clear of difficulty, with W. E. Boeing’s 
Devil’s Thumb (114), by Grand Slam, also get- 
ting away alertly. Mare’s Nest Stud’s Four Free- 
doms (114) was crowded back, Sedgemoor (114) 
was another sufferer, and the favorite also met 
with interference going to the far turn. Breez- 
ing Home, apparently suited by the sloppy going, 
drew clear of Devil’s Thumb coming into the 
stretch, was challenged sharply by Very Snooty 
(114), which had been prominent from the start. 
When this challenge was shaken off, Devil's 
Thumb was still going well and moved back to 
second place, with Quillon holding on well in third 
place. Neither could threaten the leader, and 
Breezing Home won by a length, with Devil's 
Thumb a neck ahead of Quillon. Four Freedoms 
was fourth, followed by Sedgemoor, Dove Shoot, 
Very Snooty, Very Fair (110), and Noonday Sun

Changes at Belmont Park 


The fall stakes program at Belmont Park, 
though it will remain constant as far as the num- 
ber of fixtures offered is concerned, will present 
a considerably altered picture in values. The 
gross endowment of the 14 stakes will be the 
same, but $25,000 has been cut from the recently 
inaugurated New York Handicap, and the same 
amount will be added to other events. Principal 
gain will come in the Jockey Club Gold Cup, two- 
mile weight-for-age event which is one of the two 
surviving distance tests for 3-year-olds and up 
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in American racing that do not have handicap or 
allowance conditions. Formerly a $10,000 race, 
the Cup will be raised this fall to $25,000 added. 
The Lawrence Realization, something of an 
American St. Leger, though its distance is a fur- 
long shorter, will be raised from $7,500 added to 
$10,000 added, and three other races, the Fall 
Highweight Handicap, Matron Stakes, and Vos- 
burgh Handicap, will be raised from $5,000 to 
$7,500, the latter figure representing the mini- 
mum endowment of stakes on the flat at Belmont 
Park this fall. The three steeplechase fixtures 
will retain their 1941 values. 

The Futurity, of course, closed to mares carry- 
ing foals of 1940, with a $25,000 endowment. The 
other 13 stakes close August 15.

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NEW HAMPSHIRE 
Rockingham Park 


HE nine-race program, adopted for war relief 

at Narragansett Park on Saturdays only, and 
used occasionally for the benefit of stockholders 
at Suffolk Downs, has been standard equipment 
at Rockingham Park, where nine races were of- 
fered on each of the first six days. As a result 
pari-mutuel turnover increased for the first week, 
the average being $306,590, against $295,576 for 
the same period last year, when a less onerous 
program was offered. It will be noted that the 
average is not up proportionately with the num- 
ber of races. 

An experiment thus far confined to the Mexi- 
can tracks will be tried on August 5, when the 
track will have an Army-Navy program of 15 
races, six in the morning and nine in the after- 
noon. Horsemen belonging to the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association have 
agreed to give 50 per cent of all purses they win 
that day. 

The July 25 card was made up of one stakes 
event, a supporting allowance race, and seven 
claiming races. The stakes went to J. W. Y. 
Martin’s Abrasion, which was getting his first 
success of the sort. The allowance race, for 2- 
year-olds, was won by John R. Macomber’s Pro- 
ration, a bay colt by Tintagel, bred by his owner. 

Like the other Eastern tracks, Rockingham 
Park is having transportation troubles, though 
not of a serious nature. Automobile traffic has 
been reduced, but railroad crowds have increased. 
On the Saturday, for instance, with a crowd es- 
timated at nearly 15,000, there were 4,479 per- 
sons delivered at the track by train from Boston, 
as against 3,106 on the same day in 1941. 


The Race for Bargain Horses 


The last three winners of the Salem Stakes 
($2,500 added, 2-year-old fillies, five furlongs) at 
Rockingham Park have been bargains. The 1940 
winner, Hardy Bud, cost only $325 as a yearling 
at the Maryland Fall sales. The 1941 winner was 
Chuckle, which had been claimed in her last pre- 
vious start for $2,500. On July 22 of this year, 
Harry Barnett’s Medid (111), a $1,500 claim in 
her last previous start, won by nearly two lengths 
from her stablemate Bridleour (106). 

Of class there was very little in the six-horse 
field. None of the six fillies had started in a 
stakes race previously; all but one had been run- 
ning in claiming races; that one was W. G. Mc- 
Carty’s Jerry Lee (106), which had been meeting 
fair opposition without much success in allowance 
races. She was favored at even money, with the 
Barnett entry second choice. Medid broke first

Mrs. W. H. Cane’s 
Suntegra (106), which had had trouble in getting 
racing room, cut Medid’s lead to a length at the 
furlong-pole and then faltered as Bridleour and 
Jerry Lee passed her. Medid pulled away to win 
by two lengths, with Bridleour second, a neck in 
front of Jerry Lee. Fourth was Suntegra, fol- 
lowed by Ann O Vision, and Hopeful Reward

Medid was foaled March 24, 1942, at Hal Price 
Headley’s Beaumont Farm, Lexington, and is the 
third stakes winner in her young sire’s first crop 
of foals. She ran nine times for Mr. Headley, 
getting two thirds, and was then purchased pri- 
vately by Frank J. Kearns. For her new owner 
she won three $1,500 claiming races in a row be- 
fore being claimed by Mr. Barnett on July 4 at 
Suffolk Downs. Medid has started 14 times, won 
four races, finished third twice, and earned $4,725.

Although he has been a fairly consistent win- 
ner for his owner since he took the track in 1939,

($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
at Rockingham Park. It had been a barren year 
for the Canter gelding, beaten in eight previous 
starts this season. 

Mrs. Tilyou Christopher’s Doubt Not (112), the 
favorite, took the track at the start, shook off 
Fly Ty (3, 105) after three furlongs and drew 
well clear of the field. Circle S Stable’s Hysteri- 
cal (116) was next after the pacemaker, but 
Abrasion succeeded him in the stretch. At the 
furlong-pole Doubt Not seemed to have the race 
won, but he tired rapidly near the end, and both 
Abrasion and Hysterical went past him, almost 
head-and-head, both hard ridden. Abrasion had 
a little more left, and he beat Hysterical a nose, 
with Doubt Not a little more than a length 
farther back in third place. Stravo and Petrucci’s 
Marion Collins (101) was fourth, another length 
away, followed by Fly Ty and Night Editor (107).

By way of extending its service at Rock- 
ingham Park, the pool has leased, for storage 
purposes, a large barn adjoining the track.

River Downs 


NTERIOR location, out of the gasoline ration- 

ing area, proved little help to River Downs, 
which began a 38-day meeting at Cincinnati July 
25. No busses direct to the track were scheduled, 
and the regular service to Cincinnati’s island 
amusement resort made their nearest stop about 
a half-mile from the track. Operators guessed 
that no more than 300 patrons used this method 
of reaching the plant; taxicabs accounted for a 
good many others, and a number of them were 
cited for overloading their vehicles. The crowd 
finally grew to about 8,000, with a pari-mutuel 
turnover approaching $100,000. On the second 
day, a Monday, the Coney Island amusement 
park did not operate, so bus service was still 
worse, and the crowd was very small. There 
seemed some indication that Monday racing 
would be abandoned, as a consequence. Of course 
transportation is not the entire story at River 
Downs. The track offers cheap racing, was not 
particularly popular before the war, and the situ- 
ation seems to be that not many people want to 
go and those who do do not want to very much. 

The opening day program was made up of five 
claiming races and three overnight handicaps. 
The principal one, for a $1,500 purse, went to 
Smith G. Baker’s Meggy, a home-bred by Chero- 
kee. A sprint for a $1,000 purse was won by 
J. H. Rouse’s Three Per Cent, another home-bred, 
and the third handicap, for 2-year-olds, was won 
by Playante, owned and bred by L. K. Haggin, Jr.

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Black Ray, Producer 
Extraordinary

HE result of the sale held by Tattersall’s at 

Newmarket on July 13 proved conclusively 
our British associates in spite of Hitler, Hell, and 
high water still spend money without stint for 
desirable bloodstock. The international sports- 
man Marshall Field disposed of seven mares, one 
with a bay colt by Fairway at foot, and two 3- 
year-old fillies for a total of $76,300, a staggering 
total, considering conditions the world over and 
the uncertainties of the future. 


In the Field consignment were two daughters 
and two granddaughters of the famous producer 
Black Ray. Her daughter Eclair, covered by Hy- 
perion, was purchased by the Aga Khan for 
$14,700. Another of Black Ray’s daughters, Infra 
Red, covered by Nearco, was knocked down to 
the Irish breeder Alan Baker for $20,200. Eclair’s 
daughter Vicenzia, by the Derby winner Sanso- 
vino, with a bay colt by Fairway and covered by 
that sire, realized $12,600, and an unnamed chest- 
nut filly by Fairway out of Eclair was sold for 
$14,700. In view of these circumstances the 
story of Black Ray is worthy of being committed 
to record. 


A brown mare, foaled in 1919, by Black Jester 
—Lady Brilliant, by Sundridge, next dam Our 
Lassie, by Ayrshire out of Yours, by Melton, 
Black Ray is most fashionably bred. She was 
foaled at the Childwick Bury Stud of John Bar- 
nato Joel, was trained by Charlie Morton, and 
ran only as a 2-year-old. She carried the black, 
scarlet cap of her owner and breeder on two oc- 
casions, won at the first asking, and was second 
in her remaining start. 

Black Ray made her debut at Liverpool, Thurs- 
day, July 21, 1921, in the Southport Two-Year-Old 
Stakes, five furlongs, value to the winner $1,275, 
the race following the Lancashire Breeders Pro- 
duce Stakes, five furlongs, value $8,095, won by 
her stable companion Stupidity. Ridden by the 
Australian Frank Bullock, 113 pounds, starting at 
5 to 2, second choice, Black Ray defeated Sir 
Hugo Cunliffe-Owen'’s Morning Light (119), the 
6-5 favorite, ridden by that stormy petrel of the 
Turf, the New Zealand jockey Hector Gray. The 
top weight, Lord Howard de Walden’s Firedrake 
(129), was third, five others in the beaten field, 
including Lily of the Valley, destined to gain fame 
as the dam of Rocksavage, Florentino, St. Eloi, 
and that superb sire Valais. At Brighton August 
4, 1921, Black Ray made her last appearance 
under colors in the Southdown Plate, one mile. 
She carried 123 pounds, started at 2 to 5, was 
ridden by Steve Donoghue, and was beaten three 
lengths by her solitary opponent, E. B. Harris’ 
brown colt Tomahawk (116), ridden by Vic 
Smyth. 

Black Ray was retired to the Childwick Bury 
Stud, St. Albans, Herts, as her credentials were 
good. Her sire, Black Jester, son of Polymelus, 
five times leading sire in England, was out of 
Absurdity, by Melton, and a half-brother to Ab- 
surd, winner of the Clearwell and Middle Park 
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Stakes and later a sire of the highest class in 
New Zealand; to Jest, winner of the One Thou- 
sand Guineas and Oaks and dam of the Derby 
winner Humorist and Chief Ruler, another suc- 
cessful sire in New Zealand; and to Stupidity, 
winner of three stakes and over $15,000. Black 
Jester, foaled in 1911, won the Richmond and 
Molecomb Stakes at two; the St. Leger, Bicker- 
staffe, St. George, and Sussex Stakes at three; 
the City and Suburban and June Stakes at four, 
and $78,400 in first monies. 


Lady Brilliant, dam of Black Ray, won $1,010, 
and was also the dam of Florid, winner of over 
$9,000, and *Brilliant Jester, a stakes winner of 
eight races and $16,720 in the black and canary 
silks of Joseph E. Seagram. He was a brother, 
two years older than Black Ray, and was trained 
by W. H. Bringloe. Our Lassie, second dam of 
Black Ray, won the Stud Produce Stakes and 
Oaks. 


In 1925 Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, trainer and 
manager of Mr. Field’s racing and breeding en- 
terprises, went to Childwick Bury with the 
thought of buying the broodmare Silver Bird, 
foaled in 1919, by the Two Thousand Guineas, 
Newmarket Stakes, and Derby winner Sunstar 
out of Sweet Finch, bred at the Rancho del Paso, 
by *Goldfinch out of Cunard’s dam Lucania, by 
*Sir Modred. Sweet Finch ran at two in the Joel 
colors and later to the cover of Sunstar pro- 
duced a colt that was a stakes winner in England 
and this country under the name of *Star Hawk. 
This mare Silver Bird was a sister to *Star Hawk, 
and Joel had asked Captain Boyd-Rochfort a. 
thousand guineas for her. When he looked her: 
over he did not like her and declined to buy her. 
Running around in a paddock he noticed an at- 
tractive brown mare that he fancied very much. 
He asked what her name was, and was informed 
she was Black Ray and had been bred to Thun- 
derer that spring. Captain Boyd-Rochfort, who 
had been manager of Sir Ernest Cassel’s stud for 
years before he took out a training license, is one 
of the best-informed men in England on blood- 
lines, and he was perfectly familiar with the 
merits of Black Ray’s female line. He asked if 
the mare was for sale and was answered in the 
affirmative. Asking the price, he was told he 
could have her for 1,000 guineas, the same figure 
as was asked for Silver Bird. He thereupon 
bought Black Ray, had her shipped to Freemason 
Lodge and later transferred her to Lord Derby’s 
Stud at Newmarket, where *Jacopo was foaled, 
but the mare later went to the Tally Ho Stud, 
Mullingar, County West Meath, which is in 
charge of Captain Boyd-Rochfort’s sister, Mrs. 
McCall, and where Marshall Field’s mares are 
kept. 

In 19 years, 1923-1941, Black Ray had 19 foals, 
10 winners, six stakes winners. She produced a 
foal in 1941 to the cover of the Two Thousand 
Guineas winner Mr. Jinks and was bred back to 
that sire, but in 1942 was barren for the first 
time. It will be noted that Black Ray did well 
when bred to horses of the Roi Herode line. 
Eclair and Infra Red were by Ethnarch, a son of 
The Tetrarch, and *Foray II by another of his 
sons, Tetratema, sire of Mr. Jinks. Ethnarch 
was an ordinary performer, winning four races 
worth $12,135 in three seasons, and he was sold 
by auction in 1936 for $1,300 and sent to Russia. 
His daugnter Eclair, however, was a lovely mare, 
the best of her sex at three in 1933 in England, 
— I saw her win the Atalanta Stakes at San- 

own.

*Mahmoud's Get 


NE of the more spectacular importations of 
recent years was that of the Aga Khan’s 1936 
Derby winner (in record time) *Mahmoud, which 
Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney brought to his farm 
at Lexington in 1940, and whose first American- 
bred foals are now sucklings, and very good ones, 
according to their owners. The son of *Blenheim 
II—Mah Mahal, by Gainsborough, is now only 
nine years old, but his grey coat has already lost 
its coloring to the extent that he is now a silky 
white. He is a graceful, beautifully balanced, 
fine-quality, fine-boned stallion, of such muscula- 
ture and symmetry, and appearance of quickness, 
that I suspect his get in America will do even 
better than those in Europe. 


Because of wartime conditions it is not easy to 
follow closely the record of a stallion’s get in 
Europe, especially on the Continent, and because 
of the restricted rations of racing the opportuni- 
ties of horses to reveal their class are most in- 
adequate. Hence a few notes of *Mahmoud’s 
first three crops of foals to reach racing age, 
taken from the miscellaneous and incomplete 
sources available, may be of interest in America. 


*Mahmoud stood at the Egerton House Stud at 
Newmarket, England, until his importation two 
years ago, but many of his get were foaled in 
Eire, where the Aga Khan maintains most of his 
mares, and a large portion of their racing has 
been done there. 

In the first crop were ten foals (including only 
two colts), all of which started as 2-year-olds in 
1940, though some of them had very few races. 
Four of them won and four others placed. Ma- 
brouka won the Fillies Stakes at Newmarket, 
Nitrokis was third in the Pampisford Stakes, and 
Silver Scuttle was second five times in six starts. 
Boudoir won the Heath Plate at Baldoyle and last 
year at three was second in the Irish One Thou- 
sand Guineas. 

In the second crop, foals of 1939, were 20 
horses, if we include three imported to the United 
States and one “hearsay” champion in Italy. One 
of these is Majideh, winner of the Irish One 
Thousand Guineas and Oaks this year and ap- 
parently the best filly of her age on the island. 
She is out of the high-class Qurrat-al-Ain, half- 
sister to *Royal Minstrel and *Hairan. Merry 
Mood, a colt out of Veuve Cliquot, was a stakes 
winner at two. Mebhrali, a colt out of Una, is a 
winner and has placed in stakes, and the same 
goes for Muzloom, a colt out of *Bahram’s dam, 
Friar’s Daughter. I can count six winners out of 
this crop, including *Mindrum Maid in America. 
There is also one mystery horse here, a colt which 
is mentioned briefly in the new Bloodstock Breed- 
ers Review as having been the 2-year-old cham- 
pion in Italy last year, but without name, breed- 
ing, or detail of any sort. If such a horse exists, 
he is probably out of Ballet Girl, by Diomedes, a 
mare exported to Italy in 1938. 

Last week, after Majideh won the Irish Oaks, 
E. E. Coussell of the British Bloodstock Agency 
cabled THE BLOOD-HORSE concerning the race, 
and, lacking Mr. Whitney’s present address, asked 
that the information be relayed to him. The story 
may be a little slow in reaching Lt. Col. C. V 
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Whitney, New Delhi, India, unless the Indian 
papers carried the news. 

The record of the current crop of 2-year-olds is, 
of course, only sketchy, but four winners can be 
accounted for. *Water Pearl, sold at Saratoga 
last year, has won in this country. Bulo Boda, a 
colt out of Bulolo, won the Ixworth Stakes at 
Newmarket. Ahina, a colt out of Lover’s Path, 
won the Granby Plate. Sardabee, a filly out of 
Saraikala, by Salamis (brother to *Sickle and 
*Pharamond II), won the Novices Two-Year-Old 
Stakes at The Curragh. Thus *Mahmoud is rep- 
resented already by five or six stakes winners in 
Europe. 


Note on Occupation 


% PULL DOG, which has a habit of coming up 

with about as many stakes winners each 
season as any other stallion in the country, has 
five such items to his credit already this year, in- 
cluding the Arlington Futurity winner Occupa- 
tion, which is now one of the ranking 2-year-olds 
of the season. Like the 3-year-old leader Shut 
Out, Occupation is out of a stakes-winning mare, 
his dam, Miss Bunting, having scored two stakes 
wins, as a 2-year-old, just ten years ago, over the 
Arlington Park track. 

Miss Bunting was bred by the late H. C. (Bud) 
Fisher, father of Mutt and Jeff, at Thomas Piatt’s 
Brookdale Farm, Lexington. In the fall of 1931 
the Fisher horses were dispersed at the Lexing- 
ton Fall Sales and Miss Bunting, then a yearling, 
was bought by Mr. Piatt’s son, Thomas Carr 
Piatt, acting for the account of John Marsch, 
Chicage contractor. Mr. Marsch raced the mare, 
and when she had run her last race sent her back 
to the younger Mr. Piatt, who for years has 
boarded the Marsch mares and younger horses. 

Her first foal came in 1935, a gelding by Vito 
called Inviting, winner of 21 races. In 1936 she 
was barren, and in 1937 she had a dead foal by 
American Flag. Her subsequent foals, Bull- 
dinger, Draeh, and Occupation, are all by *Bull 
Dog. Mr. Marsch’s persistence in breeding the 
mare to *Bull Dog probably may be traced to the 
fact that Bulldinger, a colt foaled in 1938, “was 
cut out to be a good horse,” as the saying goes. 
One day when he was a 2-year-old Bulldinger 
was rolling in the dirt and caught a fore foot 
with a hind foot in such a way that a part of the 
hoof was torn away. The injury left a perma- 
nent effect, and Bulldinger still races in a three- 
quarter shoe. The 1939 foal, the filly Draeh, 
named (backwards) for her owner, T. J. Heard, 
Jr., has won three races to date. There are two 
others in the same series coming up at T. C. 
Piatt’s Crestwood Farm, a yearling brother and 
a weanling sister to Occupation, but this year 
Miss Bunting was bred to Alsab’s sire, Good 
Goods. 

In the last few years Thomas Carr Piatt has 
leased the broodmares owned by Mr. Marsch, and 
the two have ‘gone partners’ in breeding their 
feals, with Mr. Marsch paying the stud seasons. 
Mr. Piatt’s share in the 1940 crop was sold out 
to Mr. Marsch in the spring of 1941, the others, 
besides Occupation, being Burgoolette, Hoosier, 
Kanopolis, and Morning Lark, the latter a sister 
to the stakes winner Blue Delight.

WAR FUND'S BIG DAY 


ERBERT BAYARD SWOPE, chairman of the 

Turf Committee of America, on July 27 con- 
firmed earlier rumors that his group was plan- 
ning a superlunar, extra-colossal horse extrava- 
ganza for the early fall, as a war relief measure. 
Tentatively, the date of November 7 has been 
selected (November 8 may be chosen instead, if 
permission to race on Sunday can be obtained), 
with Belmont Park as the site, and the occasion, 
referred to as a one-day Horse Olympics, is to be 
featured by an eight-race program in which the 
leadership of “all age and sex divisions would be 
decided.”” A race for 2-year-old fillies, another 
for 2-year-old colts and geldings, handicaps for 
horses and mares, an all-age sprint, a steeple- 
chase championship race, and a match race have 
been spoken of, though no definite reference has 
been made to the speeific horses involved. The 
events, of course, will be invitational, and there 
will be no purses, “relief cups’? being awarded to 
winners. Mr. Swope hoped such a day might 
raise $200,000 or more for relief, in addition to the 
$2,000,000 which racing has pledged to the war. 

Meanwhile new donations totaling nearly $100,- 
000 have been added to racing’s war gifts, which 
now total about $1,150,000. The 18-day “victory 
meeting” held at Charles Town yielded a total of 
$94,505, of which about $75,000 goes to the war 
relief societies, the remainder to West Virginia 
charities. 

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association an- 
nounced an outright gift of $500 to the war fund, 
asked its members to contribute 10 per cent of 
their bonuses (for Maryland-bred winners) dur- 
ing the fall season, estimated that the total would 
be about $2,000. 

Longacres, at Seattle, held its July 23 program 
for Navy relief, all profit going to this cause. 
This is one of five days which the Washington 
track is holding for similar charities. Though the 
amount raised is not yet available, a previous pro- 
gram for the benefit of the Red Cross raised 
$7,252.

AVING completed nearly half of its 50-day 

meeting, the Longacres track is apparently 
enjoying its usual success. The meeting is not a 
pretentious one, and last season’s pari-mutuel 
average of $65,577 is the best the track has done. 
Comparative totals are not available this season, 
but such figures as have been published indicate 
that the current session is on about the same 
level as that of last year. Horses may be a little 
better, since the cancellation of racing in Cal- 
ifornia has left no other outlet for Western 
horses which are not of sufficient class to ship 
East. 

Big days at Longacres are Saturdays and Sun- 
days, this being the only track in the United 
States which operates on Sundays since the Fair 
Grounds at New Orleans fell into new hands. On 
July 19 the Sunday feature was the $1,200 over- 
night Spokane Handicap, won by E. Thomas’ 
Washington-bred Scar Leg, a son of Black Forest 
(by Black Toney) which was making his first 
start at the meeting. A supporting handicap 
went to J. H. Beck’s Golden Emblem, by Wildair.

Braedalbane Dies 


RAEDALBANE, 23-year-old stallion by Jack 
Atkin—Princess Pat, by Stalwart, died of in- 
digestion recently at J. D. Mikel’s Farm, Lincoln, 
Ill. He was owned by T. A. Donald at the time of 
his death. Braedalbane, although not a stakes 
horse, won numerous overnight handicaps. He 
started 149 times in 10 seasons, won 32 races, fin- 
ished second 33 times, third 22 times, and earned 
$42,500. Braedalbane’s first foals came to the 
races in 1930, while he was still racing. The one 
stakes winner among his get was Billie Bane, win- 
ner of the Arlington Downs Juvenile Stakes and 
the Santa Anita Juvenile Championship. Other 
good winners sired by him include Bill Bane, 
Mary Bane, John Bane, and Bena Bane. 


St. Brideaux to the Remount 


In 1931 Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Greentree Farm 
was represented among the 3-year-olds by two 
top colts, the great Twenty Grand and St. 
Brideaux. While Twenty Grand was competing 
in the classic races of the year, St. Brideaux took 
on the lesser lights and beat them in the Latonia 
Championship, Broadway, Saratoga, Thanksgiv- 
ing Handicaps, and Whitney Stakes. When 
Twenty Grand was retired to the stud he was 
found to be sterile. St. Brideaux, lacking full op- 
porunity, was only moderately successful. Last 
week, after he had been 11 years in the stud, Mrs. 
Whitney donated St. Brideaux to the United 
States Remount Service.

St. Brideaux, a bay horse, foaled in 1928, by 
*St. Germans—Panache, by Broomstick, was bred 
at Greentree Farm, Lexington. At two, three, 
and four, he started 38 times, won 11 races, 
finished second eight times, third six times, and 
earned $80,845. He was retired to the stud in 
1932 and through racing of 1941 he sired winners 
of 197 races and $200,602, including the stakes 
winners Cherry Jam (Maplewood Stakes, Phoenix, 
Brandywine Handicaps) and Alms_ (Pimlico 
Oaks). St. Brideaux was not used to any great 
extent at Greentree Farm and in eight crops, 
including that of 1940, he sired only 40 foals. He 
made one season, 1941, at Ed Haughton’s farm 
near Dallas, Texas. 


*Grand Manitou Dies 


*Grand Manitou, imported in 1936 with the 
1937 Santa Anita Handicap as his principal ob- 
jective, died recently at Raoul Walsh’s Willow 
Brook Ranch, Willits, Calif. Foaled in France 
in 1933 and bred by Henri Ternynck, *Grand 
Manitou was by Massine out of Imperatrice, by 
Sunstar. He won at two and three, one race in 
each season. In some of his races at three he 
acted as pacemaker for his more celebrated 
stablemate Mieuxce, which was able to beat him 
only by a head in the Prix Lupin. He was also 
second to *Bel Aethel in the Prix Daru and third 
in the Prix de Longchamp. In France he won 
two of his 13 starts and earned 83,348 francs. In 
the United States he finished eighth in the Santa 
Anita Handicap, second to Seabiscuit in the San 
Juan Capistrano and Marchbank Handicaps, and 
third in the Roger Williams and Sagamore Hand- 
icaps. He won four of his 25 starts in the United

Shandon Farm 


NE feature of the 17 yearlings which Harrie 

B. Scott is sending from his Shandon Farm, 
near Lexington, is that 12 of them are out of 
mares by Man o’ War, which is very much of a 
success as & broodmare sire. The mares, in the 
main, represent the breeding of Samuel D. Rid- 
dle’s Faraway Farm, of which Mr. Scott is man- 
ager. Another is that 13 different sires are rep- 
resented, only one of them being responsible for 
as many as two of the colts. 

One of the most attractive colts is the bay by 
*Bull Dog—War Lassie, a very finished, powerful 
sort, high in the withers, well up in the croup, 
with low-set hocks, very solid muscle, deep 
chested and robust; he suggests a great deal of 
class. Another, which will be viewed with at- 
tention in the light of the success of his sire’s 
first crop, is the big, heavily muscled brown by 
Menow— Float, fairly short in the back, short in 
the cannons, and with unusual propelling power 
in his hindquarters. An alert, upstanding colt, 
he is of a very commanding appearance. One of 
War Admiral’s first crop is included, out of Al- 
poise, one of the first daughters of Equipoise to 
enter the stud. This is a smooth, strong, muscu-

lar one, wide in front, muscled well down, with 
very good legs and feet. Blue Larkspur has a 
brown out of Fairy Day, a big, heavy, stylish 
one, strong, growthy, long-bodied, high behind. 
A verv good colt is the brown by *Sickle—Dead 
Reckoning, a tall, collected sort, solidly built, 
with the scope of a potentially high-class horse. 
*Sickle has another son out of Brave Maid, a 
compact, muscular chestnut, very truly made all 
around. Trace Call has a bay out of Warrior 
Queen, a compact, medium-sized one, with high 
withers set well back, short back, high croup, 
thick quarters, a very good prospect. The *Castel 
Fusano—Whisper Low colt is a tall, imposing, 
short-backed colt, flat and high behind, with low- 
set hocks, good joints, big feet; he may develop 
slowly.

The third 
is a brown out of The Drum, extremely well de- 
veloped in front, with well sloped shoulder, deep 
chest, high withers, short back.

IX yearlings are being prepared for Saratoga 

at Horace N. Davis’ Blue Grass Heights Stock 
Farm, Lexington, these being either the property 
of Mr. Davis himself or of immediate members 
of his family. They are quite a good lot, repre- 
senting a vather thorough culling, and in numbers 
a big drop from last year’s consignment of 14 
head from the same farm. 


There are four colts, of which three are by the 
home stallion *Cohort, and two of these from 
mares which have given *Coho:t two of his best 
racers. The black brother to Roman Flag, out 
of Pennant Girl, a tough, active, wiry individual, 
smooth and strong, stands true, is adequately 
muscled all over. The brown out of Virginella, 
brother to Charlotte Girl, is a well coupled, hand- 
some one, short in the back, high behind, very 
solid and sturdy.

Military Stock Farm 


HERE are 18 yearlings—10 colts and eight 

fillies—in the consignment which John Wig- 
gins and F. B. Koontz are sending to Saratoga 
this year from Military Stock Farm, near Paris, 
Ky., a number which represents a decline from 
previous years; as with other yearling breeders, 
the uncertainty of the market is causing a more 
rigid culling than heretofore. 

Sweeping Light, one of the home sires, has 
three colts in the lot, and the consensus seems to 
be that the best of the lot is among them. My 
own choice, and, I was told, that of Thomas B. 
Cromwell, who had seen them recently, is a rather 
small bay out of Night Out, a collected, balanced 
individual, with good true legs, wide hindquar- 
ters, short cannons, and general physical excel- 
lence. Mr. Wiggins, allowing the merits of this 
colt, nevertheless inclines to the one from Blue 
Gum, a somewhat larger one, solid and well 
finished, muscled far down and well. The other 
Sweeping Light colt is out of Herbar, this being 
a sturdy, solid one of medium size, with an ex- 
cellent shoulder and well fitted neck, big barrel, 
and sound legs.

No Gravestone for Swinging 


Lest readers go looking for a monument over 
the grave of Swinging, dam of Equipoise, in the 
horse cemetery at the C. V. Whitney farm, Lex- 
ington, THE BLOOD-HORSE here corrects an error 
in last week’s account of her death. The body of 
Swinging was not buried. 
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Death of Oracle I! 


Oracle II, one of the most remarkable horses 
in the Eastern hunting country, died in May at 
the age of 32, the Eastern Breeder reports. The 
aged timber horse, which won the 1920 and 1922 
Maryland Hunt Cups and which finished first in 
the 1923 running only to be disqualified, never 
passed from the hands of Mrs. Raymond Belmont, 
who bred, showed, raced, and hunted him. Foaled 
on March 22, 1910, at Neptune Lodge Stable, 
Warrenton, Va., he was a grey gelding by Oxford 
—Little Gold, by Don de Oro. Mrs. Belmont, 
then Mrs. James K. Maddux, did not race Oracle 
II until he was 9 years old. He had been a 
champion show horse before turning to cross- 
country racing. Besides winning the Maryland 
Hunt Cup twice, he also finished first in the Bel- 
mont Park Terminal, New Jersey Hunt Cup, 
Meadow Brook Cup, and Maryland Grand Na- 
tional. In the majority of his races Oracle II was 
ridden by the late Mr. Belmont. After his racing 
career he was hunted regularly by Mrs. Belmont 
with the Orange County, Piedmont, and Middle- 
burg Hunts until he was 20 years old. He never 
went down at a fence and only once did he fall 
on the flat, when he stepped in a hole. For the 
past several years he has been pensioned at Mrs. 
Belmont’s Middleburg, Va., farm, and his birth- 
day usually occasioned a bunch of carrots and a 
bit of space in racing publications.
